7. (Amended) Moulding according to Claim 5 [or 6], characterized in that it is a 
capsule, part of a capsule, or part of a dosage unit.

9. (Amended) Use of a moulding according to [one or more of Claims 5 to 8] Claim 
5 to contain or carry an active pharmaceutical ingredient.— 
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
